During  the  year  1915,  the  number  of  births  registered 
is  169 — males  93,  females  76.  Of  this  number,  seven  were 
illegitimate.  The  birtli-rate  is  estimated  at  20  per  thousand 
of  the  popidation  coihpared  with  23  of  the  previous  year. 
The  average  number  of  births  annually  for  the  past  five  years 
is  218.  The  annual  average  birth-rate  is  24. 

Deaths  aial  Death-rates. 

Tlie  number  of  deaths  from  all  kijids  of  disease  registered 
during  the  year  is  149 — males  7 b females  75.  One  deatli 
was  a non-resident.  Fourteen  deaths  occurred  in  institutions 
or  hospitals  outside  the  district. 

The  estimated  death-rate  is  17.4  per  thousand  of  the 
j)o|)ulation.  The  average  number  of  deaths  annually  for 
the  past  hn^e  years  is  134.  The  average  death-rate  annually 
for  the  past  hve  years  is  14.8. 

iislaut  ^lorlality. 

The  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  are  33,  as 
against  25  in  the  ])revious  year  of  1914.  Five  were  from 
j)rematnre  birth,  seven  from  some  form  of  wasting  disease 
and  debility  soon  after  birth,  eight  from  bronchitis  and 
pneumonia,  hve  from  bowel  diseases,  three  from  convulsions, 
two  from  whoo])ing  cough,  and  tlnee  from  diseases  of  the 
brain  and  insufficient  development. 
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The  mortality  rate  of  infants  ])er  thonsand  births  is 
195,  compared  with  117  in  the  year  ])revions. 

A somewhat  high  mortality  apparently  of  newly  born 
children,  j^ointing  to  a certain  amount  of  carelessness  and 
negligence  or  from  the  necessities  of  wa^rk  during  child  l)earing. 

The  general  average  of  infant  mortality  for  the  ])ast 
five  years  is  28  deaths  annually,  and  a death-rate  ]:)er  thousand 
births,  of  131. 

Thirty- three  deaths  in  one  hundred  and  sixty- nine  births 
is  not  very  satisfactory,  and  the  question  of  the  superintendence 
and  visiting  the  maternity  cases  by  a trained  ins])ector  and 
adviser,  suggested  as  a Ladv  Health  Visitor,  will  probably 
call  for  consideration  at  some  convenient  date.

ihibuic  rever. 

This  illness  has  caused  one  death  out  of  three  rejiorted 
cases,  it  has  not  been  prevalent  to  any  extent,  as  formerly  it 
a])))ears  to  have  been.  Sanitary  regulations  and  improvements 
must  have  had  some  retarding  influence  upon  its  occurrence. 


Sciulot  Fever. 

Xo  fatalitv  has  occurred  from  this  disease  out  of  eisht 
re]iorted  cases.  And  it  may  be  regarded  as  having  l^een  only 
of  minimum  occurrence,  and  of  a mild  character. 

INplitlieria  aiu!  Fiauip. 

From  this  illness  to  the  extent  of  three  cases  reiported. 
there  were  no  deaths,  ])robably  were  of  a mild  or  doubtful 
character. 

illeasles. 

No  occurrence  of  fatality  from  this  some\vhat  common 
illness  among  children  during  the  year.  It  being  now  a 
compulsory  notifiable  disease  wn  may  expect  to  be  better 
informed  as  to  its  actual  prevalence,  and  with  advantage 
in  the  prevention  of  its  becoming  e]:)idemic.  as  it  is  attended 
in  many  cases  wdth  serious  after- results  from  carelessness  and 
negligence. 

Whooping  (ougli. 

Four  deaths  appear  to  have  taken  place  from  this 
infectious  disease  of  children.  1 think  it  has  l)een  somewhat 
prevalent  from  my  observations  of  a number  of  children. 
A great  deal  of  carelessness  and  waint  of  thought  is  evident 
from  the  association  of  children  with  others  suffering  from

this  illness. 
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IMarrlidii  and  Enteiitis. 

From  diseases  of  the  bowels,  stomach,  caused  by  improper 
attention  to  the  nursing  and  feeding,  there  liave  been  five 
deaths  in  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  and  one  death  from 
some  form  of  bowel  disease,  occurring  in  old  age. 


Fancer. 

Seven  deaths  have  occurred  from  cancer  of  various  ]:)arts 
of  the  body.  In  the  year  ])revious  there  were  nine  deatlis. 
The  average  death  rate  is  O.b  ]^er  thousand.  The  ])resent 
rate  is  0.8. 


l^iMnichitis  and  rneuninnia. 

From  diseases  of  the  Lungs,  attributable  to  cold,  old 
age  and  im])aired  vitality,  there  have  been  33  deaths  recorded, 
eight  in  infants,  eight  in  children,  eleven  between  forty- five 
and  sixty- five  3mars,  and  six  in  old  age. 


The  death-rate  from  these  diseases  is  estimated  to  be  4 
per  thousand.  The  average  death-rate  is  3 per  thousand  of 
the  population. 


rulinonary  Tubercnlnsis. 

What  is  called  Consum])tion  of  the  Lungs,  or  Fulmonar}' 
Tuberculosis,  caused  six  deaths  in  the  tovvmshi])  during  the 
year.  Jleing  an  infectious  disease,  liable  to  be  conveyed  from 
one  person  to  another  sleeping  in  the  same  bed,  or  in  constant 
association,  it  is  important  that  every  means  be  taken  to 
lessen  this  lial)ility  b}"  pure  air,  good  food,  clean  and 
suitable  clothing  in  Winter  and  Summer,  and  having  separate 
cups,  plates,  and  drinking  cu])s  wdiere  y)ossible. 
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A great  many  suffer  from  this  disease  acquired  by 
carelessness  and  inattention  to  rules  of  living. 

The  death-rate  is  estimated  as  0.7  per  thousand  of  the 
population. 

Other  luhercular  Diseases. 

Tubercular  diseases  in  other  parts  of  the  body  caused 
three  deaths,  and  a form  of  tuberculous  disease.  Meningitis, 
one  death.  Tuberculous  disease  affects  any  r)art  of  the  body. 

C'  1.  t 

and  is  more  common  than  is  thought.  A great  deal  may  be 
done  in  the  preventing  of  these  diseases,  generally  named 
Tubercidosis,  by  good  feeding,  ventilation  of  bed-rooms  b}" 
fresh  air,  and  attending  to  suitable  clothing  all  the  year  round. 

Kidney  Diseases. 

Seven  deaths  occurred  from  various  forms  of  Kidney 
disease  chiefly  chronic,  inflammation  caused  by  cold,  neg- 
ligence of  proper  clothing,  excessive  tea  drinking,  alcoholic 
intemperance,  and  sometimes  following  upon  previous  Scarlet 
Fever  illness. 

Heart  Disease. 

Nineteen  deaths  followed  upon  various  forms  of  Heart 
disease,  generally  caused  by  Rheumatic  attacks,  cold  weather, 
or  sometimes  from  Kidney  disease  comjdications. 

The  death-rate  is  2.2  per  thousand. 

Violent  Deaths  and  Accidents. 

Under  this  heading  are  accidents,  such  as  burns,  scalds, 
falls,  or  accidental  drowning,  calling  for  inquests,  as  to 
whether  negligence  or  contributory  folly  \vere  blameable.

Dairies  and  >Iilk  Supply. 

Circumstances  iiiHueiicing  a ])ure  milk  supply  are 
investigated,  such  as  the  existence  of  disease  among  cattle,  or 
the  occupants  of  farms,  ami  the  cleanliness  of  dairy  conditions. 
Upon  the  whole,  tolerable  satisfactory  conclusions  are  arrived 
at.  Exceptional  cases  of  breach  of  sanitary  regulations  arc 
at  once  dealt  with,  and  im])rovements  follow. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  will  more  fully  describe 
particulars  relating  to  this  de])artment. 

Food  and  Food  Insj^ection. 

Much  may  be  set  forth  in  this  class  of  sanitary  legislation, 
and  the  observance  of  the  law  relatins;  thereto,  and  what  is 
llagrant  offence.  The  difficulty,  however,  is  almost  insur- 
mountable, dangers  contributory  both  by  shop-keepers, 
meat  vendors,  and  the  ]3urchasers  of  unsound  and  unwholesome 
foods  are  an  everydax^  occurrence.  False  econoni}^  in  this 
respect  in  the  purchase  of  cooked  foods,  cheap  forms  of 
]:)otted  meats  and  sausages,  the  contents  of  which  are 
inscrutable,  cause  many  forms  of  illness.  Inspection  is  active 
in  this  department,  and  where  the  offence  is  clear,  notice 
and  further  proceedings  are  taken  to  minimise  these  sources 
of  illness.  Stringency  in  this  department  is  of  the  first 
importance.  Action  taken  in  this  matter  where  necessary  will 
also  be  found,  more  ])articularly  in  the  Food  Inspector’s 
Report. 


Schools,  and  School  finspectlon. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  schools  does  not  call  for 
serious  comment.  Satisfactory  ])ractical  characteristics 
exist  ; there  is  good  drainage,  latrine  attention,  and  general 
cleanliness  throughout. 


'File  health  of  the  scholars  is  weekly  reported  upon  by 
ih('  School  Inspector,  and  come  under  o1)servation,  the 
chief  Illnesses  present  have  been  colds,  sore  throats,  and 
I mug  atfections. 

The  weather  and  climate  of  the  district,  although 
conti'ibuting  largely  to  the  illness  of  school  children,  jmt 
there  is  an  apparent  negligence  in  regard  to  suitable  clothing, 
and  other  observable  circumstances,  almost  impossible  to 
avoid  under  the  necessities  of  the  factory  life  of  parents. 

Housing,  and  House  Accoinniodation. 

The  number  of  houses  in  the  township  upon  a survey 
a]}|)ears  satisfactory,  and  in  due  proportion  to  the  population. 
The  general  observance  as  to  overcrowding  and  cleaiiliness, 
and  regard  to  sanitary  conditions  are  approved  or  dis- 
a])})roved  by  the  vigilance  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Houses  are  improved  or  closed  as  requirements  determine, 
and  the  report  of  the  House  Inspector  will  show  action  taken 
in  this  department  of  sanitary  work.

Sixty  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  have  been  notified 
during  the  year  as  compared  with  49.  1907  : 48,  1908  : 

44,  1909  ; 43,  1910  ; 24,  1911  ; 36,  1912  ; 71.  1913  ; 96,  1914. 

Verbal  and  ]minted  instructions  were  given  to  those  in 
charge  of  the  patients,  with  regard  to  isolation  and  care  to 
be  taken  by  other  members  of  the  family. 

Inspections  with  regard  to  the  general  snrroundings  were 
made  at  the  premises  wdiere  the  diseases  had  occurred,  and 
any  nuisances  found  were  dealt  with  immediately. 

The  Milk  and  other  food  supply  was  also  enquired  into 
with  the  endeavour  to  trace,  if  possible,  any  cause  of  disease 
from  these  sources. 

Disinfectants  in  liquid  form  (Tzal)  were  supplied  free  of 
charge  to  each  house  from  which  a case  of  Infectious  Disease 
had  been  notified  ; also  a powdered  disinfectant  where  desired. 

Afterwards,  the  rooms  and  bedding,  etc.,  were  disinfected 
by  the  use  of  Formaldehyde  (vap-lamps).
